Etters from Mecklenburg advife, ‘That Major General Van Vittinghoff be- 

ing lately arrived at Domitz from Dantzick, and defigning to return in 

cognito to his Mafter the Duke of Mecklenburg, as foon as he had execu- 

ted his Commiffion, was difcovered and feized the 15th Inftant, by Order of the 

Imperial Commiffioners, and carried Prifoner, with all his Papers, and fome 

Orders trom the Duke to Roftock : They were going to enter into a ftri& Exami- 

nation of him and his Papers, and had refolved to fend an Account of this Affair 

to’ the King of Great Britain at Hanover; from which Place ’tis affured, that 
his Majefty was to fet out as yefterday, on his Return to England. 

Advices from Palermo relate, ‘That the Vice-Roy of Sicily, purfuant to the 
exprefs .Commands of his Imperial Majefty, had held a Council there with the 
chief Minifters, after which, he difpatch’d Orders to the Nobility of the King- 
dom, who-bears Titles of Honour, ‘to repair to Palermo, in Ordet to hold a 
General Affembly there, for regulating feveral Affairs relating to tlie Govern- 
ment of that Kingdom. 

Letters trom Madrid inform us, That the King of Spain had refolved to auge
